Why He Was Rejected by the 
King of Italy, 


AND REFUSED RECEPTION BY AUSTRIA. 


The Correspondence Between Secretary 
Bayard and the lialian and German 
Authorities Made Public. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

Wasuinoton, Dec. 14.—The Presi- 
dent, in responac to the Senate resolu 
tion, adopted December 9th, transmitted 
to that body all the papers and corre- 
spondence on file, relating to the ap- 
poin'ment of A. M. Keiley as Minister 
to Italy and his subsequent appoint 
ment as Minister to Austria. The 
correspondence inciades a letter to 
Secretary Bayard from Baron Fava, the 
Italian Minister-resident, dated April 
13, 1885, in which he calls attention to 
an editorial in the New York Herald io 
reference to the alleged utterances of 
Mr. Keiley, the appointed Minister to 
Italy, in regard to that government, 
and ssys that if the newspaper's state- 
ment is true, it is a most urgent 
and regreiable Secretary 
Bayard answered under the same date, 
making an appointment to see the 
Italian Minister April 16th, and saying, 
“Enough is by his note to 
state that the department cannot make 
the editorial of a newspaper in relation 
10 alleged utterances, confessedly made 
unoflicially some fourteen years ago, by 
a gentleman selected to represent the 
government in a foreign country, the 
basis of a discussion with the Minister 
uf that country.”’ 

Mr. Bayard continued: ‘‘Having prof- 
fered a gentleman who entertains no 
other sentiments towards your govern- 
ment than those of entire respect and 
trieudship to represent the government 
of the United States in Italy, 
further 
government, aod being assured that 
. Keiley will prove in all respects 
agreeable and acceptable as persona 
grata w the government of Italy, we 
must leave that government to exercise 
its own and sole discretion in receiving 
him in the spirit of friendship and re- 
spect in which he is sent forth." 

Baron Fava, under date of April 20th, 
forwards to Secretary Bayard a copy of 
a telegram received by him from the 
Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
The substance is that if Keiley gave ut- 
terance to the statement ascribed to 
him he would not be acceptabie to the 

, and asking this government to 
appoiut another representative to Rome. 

@ next letter im order is one from 
Keiley to the President resigning his 
commission. Secretary Bayard writes 
Beron Fava uvuder date of April 30. 
acknowledging the receipt of a copy of 
the above mentioned telegram and 
saying: “The feeling of your govern- 
ment on the subject, has caused an 
arrest of Mr. Keiley’s movements, and 
be has returned ty the President his 
commission as Minister w Italy, 
and the object of the communi- 
cation of the Italian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs is therefore accomplished." On 
May 4th, Secretary Bayard informed 
Schaeffer, Austrian Minister at Wash- 
ington, that the President had appointed 
Mr. Keiley to succeed Mr. Francie as 
Minister at Vienna. On May 9, Baron 
Schaeffer handed Mr. Bayard the fol- 
lowing translation of a telegram from 
Count Kalvoky to himself, dated May 8. 

“We regret the nomination of Mr. 
Keiley as Minister Plenipotentiary and 
Eavoy Extraordinary to the imperial 
court and his sudden departure from 
America, as bere, too, like in Rome, pre- 
vail scruples agsiost this choice. Please 
direct, in the most friendly manner, the 
attention of the American government to 
the generally existing diplomatic practice 
to ask, previously to any nomination of a 

Minister, the agreement (consent) 
of the government to which he is ordered. 
You are therefore requested to earnestly 
entreat them that the newly nominated 
Minister may not reach Vienna before our 
confidential consest to bis nomisation 
has taken place. Tus position of a foreigu 
envoy wedded to a Jewess by « civil 
marriage would be untenable, even im- 
possible, in Vienna.”’ 

In a commanication to Baron Schaef- 
fer, dated May 18th, Secretary Bayard 
says: 

The question thus raised | your govern- 
ment involves principles greater im- 
portance and has no precedent as yet dis- 
coverable in modern times in the inter- 
course between friendly nations, and hav- 
ing submitted the matter to the consider- 
ation of the President, I am instructed by 
him toinform your government, through 
you, that the ground a which it is an- 
nounced that the usual ceremonial cour- 
tesy snd formal respect are to be with- 
drawo from. the choise of the United

It is not within the power of the 
President, nor Congress, nor any judicial 
tribunal in the United States to take or 
even hear testimony or in any mode 
to inquire into or decide upon the re- 
ligious belief of any official, and the 
proposition to allow this to be done by 
any foreign government is necessarily and 
a Jortions inadmissible. To suffer an in- 
fraction of this essential principle would 
lead to the disfranchisement of our citi- 
zens, becanee of their religious belief, and 
thus impair or destroy the most important 
end which our constitution aad govern- 
ment was intended to secure. Religious 
liberty is the chief corner-stoue of the 
American system of government. The

PRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION. 


Amother Sed Accident in a Peun- 


frightfal explosion of gas took place 
this morniog in the Mill Oreek mine, 
operated by the Delaware and Hadson 
Coal Company. At the time of the ac- 
cident there were about 100 miners, |a- 
borers and boys in the slope. The 
news spread rapidiy, and the whole 
population bad soon gathered about the 
property. The explosiou occured in 
what is known as No. 12-left, which is 
located at the extreme end of the open- 
ing of the slope. Ten injared have 
been already removed from the mine, 
one of whom bas died.

Nicholas Gray, a 
driver boy, had his right eye torn from 
the socket.

It is the practice of uniawfal co- 
habitation with more than oue women 
that is aimed at—a cohabitation classed 
with polygamy, and having ite outward 
semblance. It is noton the one hand 
meretricious, unmarital intercourse with 
more than one woman. General legisia- 
tion as to lewd practices is left to the Ter- 
ritorial government. Nor, on the other 
hand, does the statute pry into the inti- 
macies of the marriage relation, but it 
seeka not only to punish bigamy and po- 
lygamy, when direet proof of the éxist- 
ence of these relations can be made, but 
topreventa ment from feanting&in the
